t|:pnsiderablo time, he had been seen 

C tl»e" worse for drink, This, however, 
was quite wrll known to the defender, 
and she her.self seemed to have been in 
his company on se\ ci al such occasions. 
In the knowledge that he sometimes 
look drink to excess she agreeil to bo 
ills wife, and she allowed their inten- 
tion to marry to be published, the day 
to he fixed, and matters to ])roceod as 
if all was right. It wculd not do to 
plead it now a.s relieving her from the 
present claim. There was no e.\cu.se, 
he thought, for the defender's conduct, 

I and therefore the pusuer was entitled 

1 to damages — how much it was not 
very easy to detarmine, but ho thought 
the sum named in the interlocutor was 
sullicient to cover any expenses to 
which the pursuer was unnecessarily 
put, and in solatium of his wouniled 
.feelings. 

." Lord Stamford, who died lately, 

«bwned tons of jdate, [)arlly in conte- 
* quence of a member of his family 
bavinw b'ft a bequest, the interest to 
be annu^illy ajiplied to the purchase 
of a plate. Some similar arrangement 
lias led to an enormous accumulation 
of the Bame at Burleigh, where even 
the hingtis of some of the doors are 
said to.be; of solid silver.

«oin])l()te dinner services of silver. A 
foil Bflrvicce usually has ])lates for 
tY*'enty-[our persons, and the cost is 
from 815,000 upward.

The number of medals issued 
has been -14 ,000. and tho whole of 
these, amounting to a ton and a half of 
silver, have been engraved with the 
nanips of the reci;iients by the .•\rseiial 
woikmen al Woolwich, and sent thence 
to all parts of the world. Not only 
has every ollicer and mun engaged in 
Egypt received a medal, but the same 
honor has been bestowed lipbit tlio cap- 
tains of all the nierch;int vessels em 
ployed as transports during the preva- 
lence of hostilities; and many others 
who assisted during (he campaign, 
though not actually belonging to the 
services, have been m like manner re- 
warded. 

London Tmllt says: Two men were 
travelling in an express train between 
Shelilold and Doncaster. They were 
strangers to each other. Presently 
one got up and opinieil tho door, with 
the evident intention of jumping out. 
The other promptly closed it,- After 
doing so, he climbed over the partition 
into the next compartment, to avoid, 
as li(,' remarked, ;iny lilame attaching 
tu him if anything else happened.

If &di Engljsh- 
man wishes to iierjjetrate on his read- I 
ers some especially idiotic expre-ssion 
of home manufacture, and is doubtful 
of its reception he places after it a | 
parentlieficfd "as the Americans say," 
or "as they say in America." This , 
wo could eiuluro, perhaps, if these in- 
ventions showed the slightest wit or 
anything else than nauseating attem])ts 
to be funny. American- slang^ — and 
there is certainly enough of it for all 
tho English-speaking people of the 
earth to quote from honestly — is nota 
bly bright and to the point. Jf Eng- 
lish writers wish to impress their read- 
ers with our wickedness in this direc- 
tion, let them quote from our slang 
dictionary direct, and not attempt to 
foist their own weak imitations on 
their helpless constituencii's, relying on 
tho credit they will receive from being 
branded "American," to give them 
currency.

— ono travelling in Canada to carry the bills 
of American fianks rather than those of 
Canadian institutions. The St. .John 
Tehijritph says that if a remittance is iiiadf 
fram Columbia to New IJriinawick aiul tlu' 
aendar transmits the bills of the Hanks of 
Province the receiverwill haveto lose from 
5 to 10 per cent, discount, but if the bills 
of a Washington Territory or Dregon 
bank are sent they will pass at St. John 
at the face. Then if one goes from there 
to Toronto with tho bills of New iinnis- 
wick banks he will have to lose a discount 
and even the bills of one of tho banks in 
our own province are not received at the 
monotary institutions at their face. It is 
a reproach to Canada that the value of 
bills of any of her banks in ^ood atttndin;; 
ifl different in different localities: Tt is of 
course practically impossible for banks to 
provide agencies everywhere for the re- 
demption of thoir hills, ami tlieiefore, 
under the pri'sent unsat isfactoiy condi- 
tion of things can not readily be rome- 
died, hul the difliculty (night ni't to he 
too great to be ovei-come. In tlie I'niied
